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LITERARY PIRACY. 

Tue London “ Atheneum” of April 11, in a notice 
of the ‘‘ National Almanac and Annual Record for 
1863,” proceeds as follows :— 

** Coming from a Northern source, it is animated 
by Northern spirit, but is not upon the whole want- 
ing in fairness to the South, although it calls the 
attitude of the Slave States ‘rebellion,’ and men- 
tions Jefferson Davis and his subordinates as 
‘The So-called Confederate Government.’ Eighteen 
closely-printed pages set forth the unwise restric- 
tions of ‘The New Tariff.’ Mr. Holley’s article 
‘On Iron-Clad War-Vessels’ is far too brief; but 
the author is preparing a volume for the press, in 
which he engages.to give the latest results of expe- 
rience with regard to armor-ships. From the ‘ List 
of Books published in the United States during the 
Year 1862,’ it appears that war has not greatly 
lessened the activity of the Northern book-trade. 
Indeed, the New York pirates of English novels 
seem to be doing even brisker business than the 
piano-manufacturers, the flourishing state of whose 
affairs we recently remarked upon. In the course 
of 1862 the North published thirty-nine works of 
prose fiction from the pens of English writers, of 
which publications a portion were reprints of old 
standard novels, and twenty-six were new editions 
of ‘season’ tales, that are still having their run in 
the London circulating libraries. Thus English 
novelists supplied America with one new novel a 
fortnight throughout the entire twelve months. It 
would be interesting to know how often, in the 
same time, American publishers made remittances 
of money to authors in this country.” 

The “‘ Atheneum” is welcome to criticize the ‘‘ Na- 
tional Almanac” to the top of its bent, but when it 
mingles political partisanship with a literary criti- 
cism, and piles up misrepresentation on partisan- 
ship, it deserves the rebuke of all liberal-minded 
thinkers who do not regard the Republic of Letters 
as a sheer misnomer, but as an intellectual fellow- 
ship, paramount to all nationalities. ‘‘A soar 
eagle will not stoop to a fly;’”’ and it is painful to 
see such a journal as the “Atheneum” descending 
from its well-earned eminence, to lead the pack of 
common brawlers who are just now striving by 
every artifice to corrupt the good sense of the Eng- 

‘lish people with the bitterest anti-Northern virus. 

An examination of what is stated, insinuated, and 
implied by the critic, and a brief discussion of the 
general subject, will show that he makes out no case 
for himself, but that the case, when truly stated, is 
flatly against him. He finds in the ‘National Al- 
manac”’ a list of publications in this country for 
1862, and it attracts his attention for the reason, we 
suppose, that the editors of the British Almanacs 
have never had, so far as we are aware, enterprise 
enough to prepare a similar paper for their own 
country. He is apparently struck with the activity 
of our book-trade; but, instead of frankly express- 
ing satisfaction, as a literary man, at the growth of 
literary interests among us, he professes to find 
that the leading element in this activity consists in 
the brisk business of ‘‘the New York pirates of 
English novels.” He counts thirty-nine of these 
works of fiction in the list, all told, a portion of 
which are old standard publications, and, they being 
deducted, there is left a residuum of theft to the 
extent of twenty-six ‘‘season tales.” 

It is somewhat singular that the critic does not 
refer to the higher departments of literature. Has 

he no occasion for a word in behalf of the wrongs 
of the living historians, poets, and essayists of Eng- 
land? Have her legal, medical, and scientific au- 
thors no cause of complaint against us? We trow 
not: else would the ardent champion, glad to play 
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the squire for such nobler knights, have ridden in 
armed and at their chairs “ defied the best of paynim 
chivalry.” In other words, we have yet to learn 
that the higher class, the dii majores, of English 
authors, prate thus about piracy. Their merit hag 
secured for them spontaneous and abundant re- 
muneration, and we hear no upbraidings from that 
source. It is the lower and the lowest grade of 
writers who are so clamorous for extorting the pelf 
which a sense of their merit has not yet rendered 
voluntary. It is not bards, or sages, or scholars, 
for whom this complaint is made, but the uncertain 
authors of twenty-six ‘‘ season tales.” 

If, however, this catalogue of the injured six- 
and-twenty were ‘drained through a limbeck,” we 
would doubtless find that in the case of the best of 
them they have received full compensation from 
the transatlantic publisher. We have no doubt 
but that this is true of wellnigh every one of those 
authors in the list who enjoys a reputation which 
creates a demand for his productions. We find, 
for instance, in the list, the names of Bulwer, 
Dickens, Anthony Trollope, Thackeray, Wilkie Col- 
lins, Sala, Kingsley, Mrs. Henry Wood, Charles 
Reade, Miss Muloch. Now, the truth is that every 
one of these writers—and they represent the brains 
of the total list—receives liberal compensation from 
the American publisher. If this be ‘piracy,’ we 
fancy the authors rather like it, and are willing to 
make the most of it. Their hesitation, if any they 
have, at the courteous robbery, is only a “sweet, 
reluctant, amorous delay.” 

It is evident, therefore, that the critic breaks down 
in the argument in behalf of ‘‘season tales.” If 
we enlarge our range of view, we shall find the 
case still more strongly against him. We take th) 
liberty of asserting as an undeniable fact that there 
is no living English author of established reputa- 
tion, whose works are extensively republished in this 
country, who is not freely and properly compen- 
sated by the American publisher. Our knowledge 
of the large publishing houses in New York, Boston, 
and this city, and the information they have kindly 
furnished us upon the subject, enable us to make. 
our assertion with confidence. Our readers may 
rely upon it. Compensation is the genera) rule. 
Large prices are paid in gross for advance sheets, 
or a quasi-copyright is paid upon the copies sold. 
The fact is, there is a competition for the pub- 
lication, and our representative houses are con- 
stantly outbidding each other for the privilege 
of exclusive republication. This fact is as well 
known on the other side of the Atlantic as on 
this; and we may thus conceive the extent of 
the malevolence which actuates the ‘‘Athenwum.” 
Individual instances can scarcely strengthen & 
general assertion; but, as illustrations of our 
statement, we may say that Macaulay, Carlyle, 
Tennyson, Dickens, Bulwer, Collins, Reade, the 
author of ‘‘Adam Bede,’”’ De Quincey, Thackeray, 
Hughes, the Brownings, Mrs. Gaskell, Miss Muloch, 
Stanley, Boyd, Lyell, Spurgeon, Mrs. Wood, Dr. 
Brown, the representative of Sir William Hamilton, 
the representative of Hugh Miller; and others, have 
all received compensation from their American pub- 
lisher. One of that class of ‘‘New York pirates” 
whom the ‘Atheneum’ denounces much more 
vigorously than it does the veritable Semmes, says 
to us, ‘‘ We have paid, ourselves, to such authors a8 
Charles Reade, Miss Muloch, the author of ‘Doctor 
Antonio,’ Charles Dickens, the author of ‘Verdant 
Green,’ and Francis Buckland, over $5000.” We 
know that Harper & Brothers, Appleton, Scribner, 
Ticknor & Fields, Little, Brown & Co., Robert 
Carter & Brothers, Carleton, Lippincott & Co., T. & 
J.W. Johnson, Blanchard & Lea, Gould & Lincoln, 
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T. B. Peterson, gladly pay large sums to the English 
authors whose works they republish; and these 
houses impart a tone to the whole trade. The 
merit of this payment, however, cannot be fully 
appreciated without considering at least two of the 
circumstances under which it is made. In the first 
place, the American publisher, in effecting his pur- 
chase from the English author, receives no ade- 
quate protection. He has himself no guard against 
piracy” except the comity of the trade. In the 
next place, the English author is not, by any exist- 
ing statute or decision, entitled to a farthing. The 
large sums which have been paid as remuneration 
are gratuities, not demandable of right, but purely 
voluntary. 

Justice to the publishers of the country requires 
one or two additional observations in order to 
render their vindication absolutely unanswerable. 
This piece of coin hasareverse. Our English critics 
‘‘reck not their own rede.”’ They sermonize us about 
piracy while they themselves, true to their Norse 
origin and sea-king propensities, are plundering 
around our literary coast, like the vikings of eld, in 
search of what they may devour. When, pray, within 
the last ten years, have they reciprocated our liberal- 
ity by forwarding a check to an American author? 
Our London friend says it would be interesting to 
know how often during the last twelve months Ame- 
rican publishers have made remittances of money 
to English authors. We have sought to enlighten 
his ignorance, and we trust this ardent seeker of 
knowledge under difficulties has been put upon the 
track of knowing. But we must not part yet. We 
choose to invert his wish. It would be still more 
interesting to us to know how often during the last 
twelve mouths English publishers have made remit- 
tances of money to American authors. Our books 
are freely republished by the generous Britons, but 
we have yet to learn when recently the writers of 
them have heen compensated. There is no such 
instance within our knowledge or information. It 
is not the rule of the trade in England to pay 
American authors, although it is our rule to pay 
her authors. We cannot forbear a single illustra- 
tion. There is now in London a popular rhapsodi- 
cal preacher, whose sermons have been largely re- 
published in this country, but whose temporary 
fame will be eclipsed by that of the inspired rhap- 
sodist who. may succeed him in popular favor. 
There dwells in this quiet city of Philadelphia an 
erudite student of the Scriptures, whose comment- 
aries thereon give instruction to clergymen and 
Sabbath-school teachers wherever our language is 
spoken. Yet, while Spurgeon has received as much 
as $5900 in one year from his publishers in this 
country, Albert Barnes, although his Notes have 
sold to the extent of several hundred thousand 
copies in Great Britain, has never been favored by 
the English publishers with a penny. It would be 
‘interesting’ to know what honér there is in such 
unilateral reciprocity. It may be said, however, 
that a particular instance cannot prove a generality. 
Let us advance, then, a step further in the argu- 
ment. This wolf-cry of the “Atheneum” is not new. 
It has been made from time to time; and the truth 
is, that in this respect we are now only killing the 
slain. Doubtless Harper & Brothers, of the pirati- 
cal city of New York, are as thoroughly acquainted 
with the general facts connected with the book- 
trade in this country as any other house we could 
name. Last year, Mr. Anthony Trollope thought 
he had some cause of quarrel with our publishers, 
and he put himself into type in the “Atheneum,” 
taking in vain the name of the Messrs. Harper. 
They, or rather Mr. Fletcher Harper, replied in a 


letter printed in the “Atheneum” for October 18; 
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and he stated therein, among other things, ‘I am 
confident that we alone have paid, in the past five 
years, more money to British authors for early 
sheets, than British publishers have paid to Ameri- 
can authors for early sheets since the first book 
was printed in this country.” Where, now, is the 
“piracy”? Who is debtor or creditor in this inter- 
national account ? 

It is scarcely necessary, after all that we have said, 
to heap Ossa upon Pelion. In order, however, to 
strip this empty English accusation of all its false 
pretences, we must go back a few years; for in what 
we have hitherto said we have been confining our- 
selves to the present. We will then be enabled to 
apply'a crucial test. Up to the year 1854 the law 
in England with regard to the works of a foreign 
author republished in that country was in a very 
unsettled state. The cases adjudicated by the 
courts were so conflicting that it was quite impos- 
sible to form a positive opinion upon the subject. 
There were authorities favoring the doctrine that a 
valid copyright attached to the work of a foreign 
author resident abroad, when the book was pub- 
lished in that country before or at or nearly at the 
same time as it was published abroad; and there 
were also authorities tending to support the opposite 
view. In this doubtful state of the law, some 
English publishers, as Murray and Bentley, were 
willing to pay to Bancroft, Prescott, Irving, Cooper, 
and other American writers, a consideration for the 
copyright of their works. They relied upon those 
decisions which sustained such a copyright; and we 
may imagine, without intending the slightest impu- 
tation,—for there are honorable publishers in both 
countries, —that their primary motive to the purchase 
was the supposed safety of the copyright thus ac- 
quired. At last, however, this much-bruited question 
came up for final adjudication. The case in which it 
arose had been decided in the court below in favor 
of the validity of American copyrights ; but an ap- 
peal was taken to the House of Lords, and in 1854 
the judgment of the subordinate tribunal was re- 
versed, and such foreign copyrights pronounced in- 
valid. Thus our authors were in England placed 
in the same position which English authors occupy 
in this country. Did the English publishers con- 
tinue to make compensation to our writers? Did 
they proceed to do that voluntarily which before 
was believed to be compulsory? Did they find a 
motive in honor when the stimulus of the law was 
removed? By no means; for before sunset on the 
day when the final decision was pronounced, a 
wholesale piratical crusade was commenced against 
American authors, whose works were thus declared 
by the House of Lords to be an open common, 
where.all cattle might be levant and couchant. We 
are not speaking metaphorically, but literally; and 
our proof shall be unassailable even by the ‘‘Athen- 
eum,” for it is found in the ‘Atheneum’ itself. That 
journal, in its number for August 5, 1854, contains 
the following remarkable statement in reference to 
the ultimate decision above mentioned :—* This last 
reversal of judgment was made at one o’clock on 
Tuesday in the House of Lords,—a reversal which, 
among other things, upsets all American copyrights ; 
and before six o’clock on that day the printers in 
London were engaged in reprinting cheap editions 
of American works. Messrs. Low & Co., alarmed for 
their property in ‘Sunny Memories of Foreign 
Lands,’ rushed to their printers to order a cheap 
edition. They found them engaged on a cheap edi- 
tion for another house (Messrs. George Routledge 
& Co.). By aid, however, of the Messrs. Clowes, 
Mr. Low hopes to forestall the reprinters; and we 
cannot but trust that he will succeed, seeing that he 
had already embarked capital in the production of 
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by law. The mails will carry out bad news to 
America. This decision puts an end to all negotia- | 
tion between the authors of that country and the | 
publishers here. Mr. Bentley, we believe, has just | 
concluded a treaty with Mr. Prescott, the historian, 
for his ‘Philip the Second,’ at a thousand pounds a 
volume. The same is now waste paper.” The 
meaning of all this is that English publishers oc- 
casionally paid our authors while the law was sup- 
posed to render such payment necessary, but that 
on the very day when that law was overthrown 
they became a self-convicted crew of pirates, ‘put 
an end to all negotiation’ with our publishers, and | 
treated pending contracts as ‘‘ waste paper.” No | 
fine sentiment such as we hear now about honor and 
the moral rights of authorship checked this greedy 
rush pell-mell to the printers; and although our 
writers have always occupied a position towards 
British publishers the same as that in which English | 
authors were by the decision in question placed re- | 
latively to us, and although we have, notwithstand- | 
ing that, freely paid our money, until payment has 
come to be the rule of the trade and its absence an | 
exception, yet we have here the lamentable confes- 
sion that London publishers when put to the test 
could not endure a like trial of their virtue even | 
for five hours. Further comment upon such facts is 
unnecessary; and we may dismiss the whole subject | 
in the firm convictio® that, if a general assize were | 
to be held to settle the balance of author-accounts 
between the publishers of both countries, we might 
boldly draw near to our accusers and whiten our 
offences by the contrast with theirs.

OUR LONDON CORRESPONDENCE. 
Lonpon, April 18, 1863. 

Pretty well for the first half of April has been 
the glut of new books and new editions. The pages | 
of the new literary journal, the ‘‘ Reader,” furnish 
a list of one hundred and eighty-three. By-the-by, 
the success of that journal has called a penny 
** Literary Times” into being, very fairly conducted 
for the kind of thing; but readers of penny papers | 
are not of sufficient taste to relish a ramble in 
the fields of high-class literature, and the lower 
branches are already too fully represented by ‘7’he 
Family Herald,” ‘Good Words,” “The Quiver,” 
“The Leisure Hour,” and **The London Journal,” to 
leave it an opening in that direction of sufficient 
space to insure its success. The ‘‘Saturday Re- 
view” is likely to have a rival in a new weekly 
newspaper, announced to appear on the 25th of the 
month, by the title of ‘‘7he Mirror,’’—like the 
** Reader,” borrowing its name from a volume of 
essays connected with the literature of the last 
century. It is to combine politics and literature, | 
and if it only comes up to half of what it promises 
it will fill up a long-felt void; but one has seen so 
many buds of ‘ promise” turn out such utter abor- 
tions, that it is perhaps wise to wait till next Satur- | 
day before venturing to express an opinion. The | 
prospectus is like an echo of that which ushered | 
the ‘‘ Representative” into being in Canning’s day. | 
*«For educated readers,”’ it says, ‘‘there is no such | 
thing as a weekly paper.” I believe, myself, that | 
*‘educated readers” do not care for ‘‘ weekly news- | 
papers.”” The Sabbath with them is a ‘day of | 
blessed rest’’ from all detail of the world’s turmoil. | 
It is the ‘‘uneducated reader” that enjoys bis Sun- 
day paper; and the sub-editor, with his scissors and | 
paste, is the very man to prepare the literary pabu- | 
lum for that class of readers, and infinitely prefer- | 
able to your polished man of letters for the pur- 
pose 
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Of far more use to the reader of politics is Mr. 
Freeman’s projected *‘ Indez to the Times,”’ which, if 
executed as well as the specimen page, will be 
indispensable to literary men as well as to politi- 
cians and the mercantile community. 

On the Ist of May, Miss Faithful sends forth 
her first number of the ‘Victoria Magazine,” to 
which Dicey, Hutton, Trollope, Senior, and Town- 
send, each contribute an article,—that by Edward 
Dicey, pleasant recollections of ‘+ Social Life in the 
United States of America.” On the same day, 
Messrs. Hodges, Smith & Co., of Dublin, will pub- 
lish the first number of a new Review, similar to 
the ‘Quarterlies’” in its contents, though issued 
monthly. It is to be called ‘*7he New Review,” and, 
‘“‘avoiding fiction altogether, and confining light 
literature within its proper limits,” it will devote 
itself chiefly to politics of the conservative school, 
of which it recognizes Lord Derby as the leader and 
exponent of the policy which should govern it. 


| Sir Rutherford Alcock’s ‘Cupital of the Tycoon,” 
| and Mr. Fortune’s ‘‘ Yeddo and Peking,’’ have paved 


the way for a magazine devoted to those two inic- 
resting peoples, the Chinese and the Japanese; anda 
prospectus has just been issued of ‘Zhe Chinese and 
Japanese Repository,” to appear in monthly parts, 
under the editorship of Professor Summers. A new 
quarterly will also appear on the Ist of May, seek- 
ing to promote the study of man in all his leading 
aspects, physical, mental, and historical, to inves- 
tigate the laws of his origin and progress, and, 
indeed, to make ‘‘Man’s proper study Man.” The 
‘Anthropological Review” will be published by 
Messrs. Triibner & Co. 

‘At Odds,” by the author of ‘ Quits,” is the 
chief novel of the month; perhaps it is as superior 
to the ‘‘Jnitials”’ as it is inferior to ‘‘Quits;” but the 
most charming book of its class is ‘* The Story of 
Elizabeth,’ by Miss Thackeray, who may fairly 
claim to be the ‘*Oliver Goldsmith” of lady novel- 
ists; for, like that most fascinating of story-tellers 
(if we only except De Foe), she introduces her 
characters just as people meet in every-day life, 
and when they are no longer needed they disappear 
as naturally, and we have no wish to meet them 
again but as old acquaintances whose society has 
been pleasant to us. Sala’s ‘*Captain Dangerous” 
is another failure of attempting to write a modern 
language in the style of days long before the fixa- 
tion of its orthography, to which the eye of the 
modern reader has long been accustomed. If it 
were not for this, ‘Captain Dangerous’ would be a 
popular ‘‘man’s novel,” like some of De Foe’s; for 
it contains passages which read like pages from 
“Captain Singleton” and ‘Colonel Jack,” and is free 


| from that sensation trash which nauseates a sound 


and healthy palate, trusting in its verisimilitude 
to truth to interest the reader. ‘The Brigantine” 
is the conventional sea-novel,—shipwreck, land-ad- 
venture, fighting, and, as the late Charles Matthews 
would have added, ‘‘all that sort of thing, and 
every thing in the world.”” Other novels may be 
dismissed with a mere mention of their names, 
** Jerrold,” ‘*Up and Down in the World,” ‘Grace 
of Glenholme,” and **The Deserted House of Hawks- 
worth,” being all average circulating-library read- 
ing. 

Worsley’s Poems (Phzthon and Edith), written 
before his translation of the Odyssey, give him a 
high place among the minor poets of the day. 

In History and Biography, ‘‘A Memoir of Charles 
James Blomfield, Bishop of London,” by his son, will 
be read with much attention, now that the Colenso 
controversy has called forth such heaps of rhetori- 
cal putty from the Bench in England; for, with the 
exception of Bishops Tait and Thirlwall’s, there 
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has not been a manly, straightforward reply from 
either of our prelates,—Dr. Longley, as Primate, 
giving an extra-judicial opinion upon points which 
may ultimately come before him in his appellate 
jurisdiction, and Bishop Baring going out of his 


cause they love intellectual freedom and fair play 
and know how to combine with them reverence for 
revelation without bibliolatry and cant. Bishop 
Blomfield would have been wiser; and, had he been 
living now, no doubt an articulate and crushing 
reply to Colenso would long ago have silenced all 
the braying and barking which “The Pentateuch 
Examined” has called forth. The feeling which has 
become an ‘ntense love for the Church with literary 
men owes much to his fostering care. 

A goodly array of literature seems likely to crop 
out of the marriage of our Prince of Wales with 
Alexandra of Denmark. Passing over tie conven- 
tional poetry naturally arising out of such an occa- 
sion, it seems likely that the study of Scandinavian 
literature will be greatly benefited by the noble 
alliance. Benjamin Thorpe, one of our best Norse 
scholars, is engaged upon an Jcelundic Grammar. 
He has ready for press a volume of ‘‘Zules and 
Traditions of Denmark,” as also a complete transla- 
tion of the Edda (Saemund’s). Dr. G. W. Dascenti, 
the editor of that charming volume of *‘ Norse 
Tales,” ‘Saga of Burnt Njal,” and translator of 
‘‘ Rask’s Icelandic Grammar,”’ is said to be likewise 
engaged on the Edda Saemundar. This ripe and 
accomplished scholar is one of the writers in the 
‘< Times.” 

The 23d of this month is the Shakspeare anni- 
versary. Curiously enough, a copy of the first folio 
edition of the plays, of 1623, has turned up within 
the last twenty-four hours in the library of Mr. 
Coles, about to be sold by auction by Messrs. 
Sotheby & Wilkinson, in which the portrait appears 
in the very rare state, without shading on the shirt- 
collar of the left shoulder. 

The ‘*‘Sprat and the Herring”’ has a capital illus- 
tration in a letter of Messrs. Goetzel & Co., of Mo- 
bile, to Sir Edward Bulwer Lytton, enclosing a 
draft for one thousand dollars for having reprinted 
his ‘‘Strange Story,”’—a kind of earnest of an inter- 
national copyright, whereby to enlist the sympa- 
thies of English men of literature in the cause of 
the South. 

Before this reaches you, we shall have several 
of the novels mentioned in my former letter in 
hand. ‘The Story of the Guns,” the title of which 
looks so much like a novel, is an account of the 
contest between the rival Whitworth and Armstrong 
guns, by Sir J. Emerson Tennent. ‘The Life of 
Wedgwood,” the celebrated art-potter, by Miss Mete- 
yard, promises to be a work of much interest. 
Lumley’s ‘Queens of Song’”—his recollections of his 
management of Her Majesty’s Theatre—is a good 
deal talked about. 

In Divinity we are looking for Dean Trench’s 
‘* Subjection of the Creature to Vanity,” a volume of 
eloquent pulpit oratory; Dean Alford’s ‘* New Tes- 
tament for English Readers,’’ and the Rev. Daniel 
Moore's ‘‘ Divine Authority of the Pentateuch,” which 
has been some time in preparation. 

‘* Medieval Chronicles of the City of London,” 
translated by Mr. Riley, will be published as soon 
as the index is completed. These old London 
chroniclers tell many good tales of ‘the marvels” 
of those Plantagenet days when the city of London 
was quietly buying its present privileges and im- 
portance from the Crown.

Mr. Bancroft, who is still in 
the prime of intellect, has many years before him, 
it is to be hoped, during which to enjoy well-won 
renown as historian of his native land. To him 
eminently belongs the character of ‘‘a scholar and 
a ripe one.” His education, commenced in his 
fatherland, was further prosecuted in Germany 
under the instruction of eminent philosophical 
scholars. He made himself familiar with living 
languages, as well as with the classic treasures from 
Greece and Rome which have survived the destroy- 
ing touch of Time. He shared with Macaulay the 
great advantage of gaining distinction in public 
life while also hiving knowledge as a man of let- 
ters. In his youth, during his travels through 
Europe, he became familiar with some of the leading 
literati of the time: with Wolff, the erudite German 
editor of Homer; with Humboldt and Varnhagen 
von Ense; with Goethe the poet, and Schlosser 
the historian; with Victor Cousin and Penjamin 
Constant ; with Manzoni, Niebuhr, and Bunsen; and 
their example naturally confirmed his taste for 
letters. In maturer years, after he had creditably 
discharged the responsible duties of Secretary of 
the Navy, in the Cabinet of Mr. Polk, he was com- 
missioned to represent his country as Minister to 
London. This was in 1846, at which time were 
published three volumes of that magnum opus, his 
History, and the intimacy of the leading publicists 
and men of letters in England was at once tendered 
to him by them, without distinction of party or 
position. The national archives in London, and 
also in Paris, were freely placed at his disposal for 
the purposes of his great historical work; family 
documents, carefully preserved by the descendants 
of warriors and statesmen who had been mixed 
up with American politics and transactions, were 
frankly confided to him; and he was doubly 
honored, not only as representing the State in- 
terests of his nation, but its literature also. On 
his return, he diligently applied himself to his 
work, each successive volume of which raised his 
reputation as a great philosophical writer of history, 
—tolerant and catholic; diligent and liberal; 
aiming at accuracy above all, and, while disdain- 
ing the elaboration which makes a writer's style 
oftener turgid than dignified, attaining that noble 
and lucid simplicity of diction which is best 
adapted for national history. More than thirty 
years have elapsed since Mr. Bancroft commenced 
writing this work,—the first volume was published 
in 1834,—and it has literally been to him the loving 
labor of a life. It will be complete as far as it 
goes,—from the first settlement of this country to 
the establishment of the independence of the United 
States. Here and in England it has passed through 
numerous editions, and has also been translated 
and largely circulated in Germany, France, and 
Italy. Let us renew the hope that, like Hallam, 
the great American historian may long live to enjoy 
the honors which he has so worthily achieved. 

Mr. Saunpers, Assistant Librarian of the Astor 
Library, N.Y., formerly of the firm of Saunders & 
Otley, the well-known London publishers, ie en- 
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gaged on a work entitled ‘‘ Evening with the Poets; 
or, Quiet Shades in English Poesy,” to be in seven 
divisions, and to make an elegantly illustrated 
volume. It will embrace the best selections from 
the best poets, interspersed with anecdotes, biblio- 
graphical and personal. 

A New Vouvme or Literary REMINISCENCES.— 
All lovers of lively and live literary entertainment 
will be glad to learn that Mr. L. Gaylord Clark— 
who was for more than a quarter of a century the 
editor of the Knickerbocker Magazine, and every- 
where known by the familiar and affectionate so- 
briquet of ‘*Old Knick,” and whose * Editor’s 
Table” and ‘‘Gossip” were for so many years the 
delight of his readers—has in preparation for pub- 
lication a volume which promises to be one of no 
small attraction. He had always carefully pre- 
served and tied up all the letters which he received, 
for a score or more of years, from his twin-brother 
Willis Gaylord Clark, in Philadelphia, the delightful 
prose-writer and tender and beautiful poet, whose 
musical numbers have thrilled the hearts of thou- 
sands; while at the same time his ‘‘ divided half” 
had done the same thing by his correspondence, 
scrupulously preserving all his letters from New 
York, and securing them in parcels, in an old 
trunk, which (from a feeling which we can well 
understand) was left wholly unmolested for many 
years after his death. 

Perhaps there is no more pleasant reading than 
passages from a familiar and utterly frank and 
open correspondence between two intimate friends; 
how much more between twin brothers, who had 
scarcely a thought separate from each other, whose 
minds were alike, whose voices were alike, and 
who, with features alike, and dressing alike, always 
looked so much alike that their best friends could 
not distinguish the one from the other! (We recol- 
lect Willis saying once that ‘he couldn’t tell him- 
self from Lewis without looking at a scar which he 
had on his arm’’!) Every ‘good thing” which 
came to the ears of one was forthwith despatched 
to the other; -and thoughts ‘big with tears” from 
fraternal hearts or mutual friends were woven by 
an epistolary shuttle between the two brothers. 

Everybody will remember the ‘ Ollapodiana Pa- 
pers,” by Willis Gaylord Clark, the most popular 
series which ever appeared in the Knickerbocker. 
Included in his ‘‘ Literary Remains,’’ in prose and 
verse, five editions have already appeared, and a 
sixth, with additions and a portrait by Franken- 
stein, will soon be published. The ‘* Twin Ollapo- 
diana,” we are informed, will be like its original 
namesake, quite as various and quite as full; and 
the volume in its second half will consist of new 
knick-knacks, and a second selection of ‘‘ Knick- 
Knacks from an Editor’s Table,” so warmly recom- 
mended by Washington Irving. 

Ratren Watvo Emerson delivered his famous 
oration on “The Method of Nature” before the 
Society of the Adelphi in Waterville College in 
1841. He has just accepted an invitation from the 
same society to be their orator again at the next 
Commencement, in 1863. 

Hawrtmoene is now living in Concord, Massachu- 
setts,—not in the ‘*Old Manse” whose ‘* Mosses”’ are 
precious evergreens of American literature, but a 
little out of the village, in a quaint fabric more nearly 
resembling ‘‘ The House of the Seven Gables.”” He 
is absorbed in a new romance, which is well ad- 
vanced towards completion. 


Henry Gixes, the well-known essayist and lec- 
turer, has during the past season delivered twelve 
lectures before the Lowell Institute in Boston, on 
“Historic Types of Civilized Mankind.” They were 
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listened to by large and delighted audiences of cul- 


tivated persons. When published, they will be re- 
cognized as the most ripe and comprehensive fruit 
of his generous and eloquent mind. 

Lonore.tow has recently translated a large part 
of the ‘** Paradise” of Dante’s ** Divine Comedy.” It 
is devoutly to be hoped that he will finish it and give 
it to the public. He is the consummate prince of 
translators, and it is vain to try te glean where he 
has been. T. W. Parsons has for many years had 
the “Inferno” in hand. This version of it is under- 
stood now to be completed. From copious speci- 
mens which we have had the pleasure of reading, 
we believe it will be as near perfection as such 
a work can be made.

Cuarites Dickens.—It has been reported, ap- 
parently without foundation, that a forthcoming 
‘* green-back”’ serial by Boz would be founded upon 
the famous Roupell will-case, which excited so much 
interest in the political and social circles of Eng- 
land, and finally in the Criminal Court, last year, 
—the hero having been a member of Parliament for 
Lambeth, and a reputed millionnaire. Hitherto it 
has not been Mr. Dickens’s practice to take up par- 
ticular and isolated cases. His satire has been 
directed against recognized abuses, some of which 
(such as imprisonment for debt and cheap Yorkshire 
schools) he has succeeded in greatly reducing. Mr. 
Dickens’s new work, commenced in Household Words 
on the 29th April, is ‘* The Uncommercial Traveller,” 
announced as a new series of ‘‘ Occasional Papers.” 


Mrs. Fanny Kembpie.—It is announced that this

Tue rumor that the letters of ‘‘ Historicus” on 
International Law, which have lately been reprinted 
from the ‘‘ Times,” were from the pen of the late 
Sir George Cornewall Lewis, is incorrect. The 
writer is Mr. Greville Vernon Harcourt, well known 
as one of the contributors to the “Saturday 
Review.” 

Dr. Max Mutter, of Oxford, has begun a fresh 
course of Lectures on the Science of Language, 
which will be published by Messrs. Longman & Co., 
probably in October. It is said that they pay a 
very large copyright, and the first edition will be 
several thousand copies. 


AUSTRALIAN papers state that Mr. R. H. Horne, 
the well-known poet, is preparing for the press an 
epic on the heroic journey of exploration and 
tragic end of the two pioneers of civilization, Wills 
and Burke. 

Dr. BurKknHarpt, librarian of the Grand Duke 
of Saxe-Weimar, has discovered a large number 
of unpublished letters of Dr. Martin Lutuer in the 
archives of the Ernestine House of Saxony, and, 
with the permission of the Grand Duke, is going to 
publish these letters and all documents relating 
thereto. :

Emite Cotomsey, librarian of the Corps Legisla- 
vf, has found a quantity of unpublished letters of 
Nixon DE Lenctos, and is preparing them for the 
press. 

A sEconp volume of letters of Fetrx MENDELS- 
SOHN is preparing for the press at Leipsic. 


Pror. Braun, of Bonn, has published an inte- 
resting notice on a manuscript found in the Univer- 
sity Library of that city. This MS. is of JoHann 
Burzpacu, prior of the Convent of Laach; and it 
proves positively that Charlemagne was born at 
Ingelheim on the Rhine, and not, as heretofore 
most generally supposed, in the Castle of Salzburg 
or at Aix la Chapelle. 


Messrs. Wittiams & NorGate announce a cheap 
reprint of the famous Codex Sinaiticus, discovered by 
Professor TiscHeNDoRF. The price of the volume in 
4to, printed on fine paper, is eighteen shillings to 
subscribers. Although it was impossible in this 
cheap edition to employ the beautiful uncial type 
used in the magnificent four volumes of the original, 
still the small edition, printed in the ordinary Greek 
character, will in every other respect present an exact 
fac-simile reprint of the Codex,—the contents of each 
page, of each column, of each line, corresponding 
with those of the original MS. An exact fac-simile 
of a folio page of the original will accompany this 
edition. Of the original, only three hundred copies 
were issued, by order of the Russian Government 
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(printed by Giessecke & Devrient, of Leipsie), which 
undertook the whole expense; and of this number 
one hundred copies were left in the hands of Pro- 
fessor Tischendorf, who is selling them in the way 
of trade. The price is fixed at $230 a copy. 

It may be added here that Professor Tischendorf 
has just published a pamphlet,—Die Anfechtungen 
der Sinai- Bibel. 

A tire of the poet Uhland, with the addition of 
numerous unpublished works and letters, is pre- 
paring for the press by Dr. Fr. Notter, of Stutt- 
gart. 

Tue list of royal authors is about to be increased 
by the name of Archduke Ferdinand Maximilian of 
Austria. His imperial highness is preparing for 
publication a description of his recent journey to 
Brazil, undertaken chiefly for the study of natural 
history. The work is to be a masterpiece as far as 
illustrations, typography, paper, and binding are 
concerned ; but it will be printed only in a hundred 
copies, to be distributed among the friends of the 
illustrious author and a few of the great libraries 
of Europe. 

ApBaTte Jacozno Bernarpt, of Florence, is about 
giving to the world a number of unpublished let- 
ters of Alfieri, discovered in family archives. The 
work will be dedicated to the city of Asti, in Pied- 
mont, the birthplace of the great poet. 


NOTES ON BOOKS AND BOOKSELLERS. 

Mititary Booxs.—Messrs. J. B. Lippincott & Co. 
have done excellent service to the country by the 
military books they have produced,—tactical treat- 
ises, works on military hygiene and surgery, vol- 
umes on the philosophy and the science of war. 
Among the curious, interesting, and instructive 
works of this kind we notice particularly the new 
work of Mr. Emil Schalk on the Campaigns of 1862 
and 1863. This gentleman—a young foreigner, un- 
known to our people—made his coup d’essai, not long 
after the beginning of the war, in a little volume 
entitled ‘‘Summary of the Art of War.”’ In that he 
made some bold predictions as to the results of our 
then impending campaign, which have been strangely 
fulfilled, especially in regard to the movements on 
the Peninsula. Encouraged by his success, in the 
present volume he reviews the campaign of 1862, 
lays down theoretic rules for the government of that 
of 1863, and indulges in new predictions. Military 
men are reading these works with pleasure and as- 
tonishment; and we hope they will profit by the per- 
usal. Mr. Schalk is honest as well as clever and 
bold, and exhibits a great deal of common sense. 
We would also call attention toa little‘ Field Manual 
of Courts-Martial,”’ just issued by Professor Coppée, 
whose experience as judge-advocate for many years 
eminently qualifies him for the task. It will bes 
valuable vade-mecum for every officer in the field, 
and is published uniform in size with his valuable 
little manuals of ‘‘ Battalion Drill” and “Evolutions 
of the Line.” 


Tuomas Futzer, D.D.—Ticknor & Fields, Boston, 
are bringing out a beautiful volume, containing the 
first American reprint of ‘‘Good Thoughts in Bad 
Times,” written by Thomas Fuller, the well-known 
English historian and divine, which was first pub- 
lished in 1645. His ‘Church History of Britain,” 
and his “ History of the Worthies of England,” are 
well known and esteemed for their fancy and pathos, 
as well as for their idiomatic quaintness. His poetry 
is scarcely known; but as a prose writer he was 
exceeded by few in the times of Charles I. and 
Cromwell. He was one of Charles Lamb's favorite 
authors; and Coleridge said, ‘‘ Next to Shakspeare, I 
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am not certain whether Thomas Fuller, beyond all 
other writers, does not excite in me the sense and 
emulation of the marvellous. He was incomparably 
the most sensible, the least prejudiced, great man, 
in an age that boasted of a galaxy of great men.” 


Tue Late Hvucu Mitter.—Gould & Lincoln, the 
publishers of Hugh Miller’s scientific works, which 
have been remarkably popular in this country, have 
now in the press a volume of his ‘Tales and 
Sketches,” edited, with a preface, by his widow. 
Many of the stories were contributed to ‘* Wilson’s 
Tales of the Borders;’’ and the sketches have chiefly 
appeared in Zhe Witness, the Scottish newspaper 
which Mr. Miller edited. For this new volume, as 
for all the preceding ones from the same pen, Gould 
& Lincoln will pay a liberal percentage to his family. 


Tue “Tercentenary Monument in Commemora- 
tion of the Three Hundredth Anniversary of the 
Heldelbergcatechism,’’ which will be issued about 
May 25, will be a work of deep interest to all who 
are concerned for the progress of evangelical reli- 
gion. The contributors to its pages are among the 
most eminent divines of Germany and America, 
and the character of the essays will make the book 
no less a necessity to members of other denomina- 
tions than to the German Reformed themselves. The 
German volume, containing the essays of the Ger- 
man divines, with an abstract of those of the Ameri- 
can contributors, will appear soon after. 


Cuarites Lams.—Mr. William Veazie, of Boston, 
whose publications are got up with considerable 
taste and elegance, will soon issue a very handsome 
edition of the writings of Charles Lamb. If it con- 
tain the well-known but previously uncollected con- 
tributions of ‘‘ Elia” to the “London Magazine,”’ 
Hone’s “Table Book,” the ‘‘Athenwum,” and 
* Blackwood’s Magazine,”’ it will indeed be complete 
and acceptable. 


Wasuineton Invine.—The third volume of the 
Life and Letters of gentle ‘‘ Geoffrey Crayon, Gent.,”’ 
by his nephew, Pierre M. Irving, is in the press, 
and will appear simultaneously here and in London. 
The public will not be sorry to learn that it will re- 
quire a fourth volume to complete the work. 


Samvuet G. Drake, of Boston, antiquarian pub- 
lisher, bookseller, and author of the ‘History of 
Boston,” and a * Book of the Indians,” has in pre- 
paration, and will put to press in a few weeks, 
a new edition of Dr. Increase Mathers * Rela- 
tion of the Troubles with the Indians in New Eng- 
land, previous to Philip’s War.””

Booxs on Larce Paper.—Until within a few 
years, only one or two books of importance had 
been printed on large paper. ‘‘Sparks’s Writings 
of Franklin,” published by Hilliard, Gray & Co. in 
1840, and ‘“‘Sparks’s Writings of Washington,” pub- 
lished by the American Stationers’ Company in 
1837, were printed in this manner; but they did 
not meet the ideas of book-buyers of that time: 
in fact, a common copy was preferred at the same 
price. Book-collectors of the present day desire 
something more elegant than the common editions; 
and to meet this want publishers and printers of 
valuable standard works are printing from fifty to 
one hundred copies in this style. 

One of the latest enterprises of this kind is the 
new edition of Spaulding & Ellis’s ‘“‘Works of 
Bacon,” printed by Houghton, of the Riverside 
Press. It is beautifully printed, and bound in 
half Roxburghe by Matthews. It was published 
for subscribers at three dollars per volume; and, 
although the work will not be completed till July, 
every copy is subscribed for, and some have been 
sold for four, five, and six, and parties are now ask- 
ing eight and ten, dollars per volume. 

‘*White’s Shakspeare,” of which fifty copies 
were printed and sold at three dollars, now sells for 
twelve dollars, per volume. 

*‘Bancroft’s History of the United States,” of 
which there were sixty-five -copies published at 
five dollars, now sell readily at ten dollars, per 
volume. 

We might mention many other works that are 
much sought after, showing that book-collectors of 
the present day appreciate large-paper copies and 
are willing to pay for them.

Two years ago, the only surviving daughter of 
Schiller, at the request of many friends, began the 
publication of a selection from the letters of her 
mother. Professor Urlichs, of Wiirzburg, had been 
intrusted by her with the arrangement and editing 
of the undertaking, and it was everywhere warmly 
received. The second volume of this collection has 
appeared, containing letters from Schiller’s mother- 
in-law, his sister-in-law (Caroline von Wolzogen), 


Princess of Weimar, General von Wolzogen, and 
Wilhelm von Humboldt. The second part is filled 
by letters from the Erfurt and Weimar friends,— 
from Captain Henry Heron, Karoline von Dache- 
réden (afterwards wife to Wilhelm von Humboldt), 
Frau von Kalb, Goethe, and Frau von Stein. Then 
follows the Danish circle, with letters from Count 
and Countess Schimmelmann, Baggesen’s wife, and 
Ida Brem. Altogether, the contents of this volume 
may be called highly interesting and important for 
the knowledge and better appreciation of the Wei- - 
mar circle, and in particular for that of the noble 
character of Schiller’s gifted wife. But the greatest 
interest is concentrated in the letters from Frau von 
Stein, in which this rare woman, who more than 
any other influenced the great poet’s life, pours out 
her bitter grief and mortification at the separation 
from Goethe, for which she herself was yet mostly 
to blame. She once writes, ‘‘Goethe’s farewell had 
made her fire-proof against all sorrows the world 
might have in store for her: she could suffer any 
thing now, and forgive any thing.” It took more 
than ten years to quiet her deep displeasure with 
Goethe; she never got quite over it, and expresses 
herself still in 1799 as one mortally wounded. 
Another, a third volume, which will contain letters 
from Adlerskron, Fischenich, Grass, Knebel, Kér- 
ner, Niethammer, Paulus, Heinrich and Ernestine 
Vosy, and many others, is announced, and will be 
expected with impatience.

_ OBITUARY. 

Sir Geonce CoRnewatt Lewis.—For the most 
part, great political leaders in England do not ex- 
clusively devote themselves to the business of their 
respective departments. Though such self-educated 
men as Cobden and Bright occasionally present ex- 
ceptional instances, the great publicists of Eng- 
land usually have the advantage of university 
training; and he who obtains the great honor of 
«double first class’ at Oxford, as Peel and Glad- 
stone did, or a high place among the *‘ wranglers” 
at Cambridge, like Pollock and Bethel, finds, on en- 
tering Parliament, a warm appreciation and kind re- 
ception which assure him that, in that fastidious 
assembly, early and successful scholarship is of 
more account than lofty title or vast wealth. The 
debating societies, toc, at the great universities on 
the banks of the Isis and the Cam, prepare the 
alumni for the time when as legislators they may 
have to discuss the affairs of nations. Palmerston 
and Macaulay, Peel and Gladstone, learned to 
speak, so to say, in the respective ‘‘ Union” (de- 
bating) societies of Cambridge and Oxford. At 
this moment, out of the sixteen gentlemen who 
constitute the Palmerston Cabinet, five have shown 
literary ability. Lord Palmerston was one of 
the authors of ‘‘ The New Whig Guide.” Mr. Glad- 
stone has written largely on polemics and politics, 
history and poetry. The Duke of Argyll has pub- 
lished several lectures and pamphlets. Lord Rus- 
sell has written essays and novels, dramas and 
rhymes, history and biography, and various politico- 
philosophical works; and Lord Carlisle, Viceroy of 
Ireland, has produced some poctry, and a readable 
volume of travels in Greek waters. There was a 
sixth who might have been added to this list; but 
he has been summoned away, at the age of fifty- 
six, at a time when a calm, wise, working man was 
especially necessary at the head of an important 
department. We allude to Sir George Cornewall 
Lewis, Secretary of War in the British Cabinet,— 
a man of considerable ability, large administrative 
power, calm temperament, unquestioned honesty of 
purpose and action, and, to crown all, a con-tant 
student as well as a sound scholar, whose extensive 
authorship, if it failed to win brilliant success, yet 
showed a constant quest of truth and a mind ca- 
pable of vindicating it with ability and force. 
Born in 1806, the memorable year in which Pitt 
and Fox both died, and heir to considerable landed 
estates, he passed from Eton to Oxford, where he 
graduated at the age of twenty-two,—placed in 
the first class in classics and in the second in mathe- 
matics. He was called to the bar at the age of 
twenty-five, without any intention of practising 
the law, and, devoting himself to study, prepared 
himself for future public employment. In 1835 
young Lewis was Assistant Commissioner to report 
on the working of the relief of the poor in Ireland. 
In the following year he was a commissioner to 
inquire into the affairs of Malta. 
possessed extensive landed estates near Radnor, 
South Wales, had been in Parliament for many 
years, during which he filled high official places, 
and finally was placed at the head of the Poor- 
Law Commission. Naturally enough, he had his 
son created one of the commissioners on his own 
resignation of the high office, and the younger 
Lewis remained in this capacity until the winter of 
1847, when, having been elected to the House of 
Commons, he was made Secretary of the Board of 
Control (over India Affairs), and thus advanta- 
geously stepped into parliamentary and administra- 
tive life. It was in his favor that, shortly before, 
he had married the Earl of Clarendon’s sister, and 
that his father had been created baronet. 


HIlis father, who | 
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He filled other minor offices until May, 1855» 
when he became Chancellor of the Exchequer, in 
succession to Mr. Gladstone, and subsequently be- 
came Home Secretary, from which he took the 
charge of the War Department. In 1855, succeed- 
ing his father, he became Sir George C. Lewis. 
Entering the Ilouse of Commons at the mature age 
of forty, he never became distinguished as a 
speaker; but—the result of position and practice— 
he finally attained the power of expressing himself 
with perspicuity. His manner was heavy, his de- 
livery slow. His reputation for solid ability, his clear 
head, thoughtful mind, and actual relish for hard 
work, pushed him up into high office and kept him 
there. He had been sixteen years at parliamentary 
and ministerial work, with eleven years on the 
Poor-Law Commission, —twenty-seven years’ public 
service in all. Yet he also lived, in all these years, 
in another and a loftier region. He was eminently 
a man of letters. Not from necessity; for his pri- 
vate means were large. Not from a want of em- 
ployment; for he was in a most active public 
service. He was a constant student, and also a 
prolific author. His earlier productions were con- 
tributions to the ‘Classical Journal and Foreign 
Quarterly Review,’’ and at the age of twenty-one 
he had published a translation from the German of 
Boeckh’s treatise ‘*On the Public Economy of the 
Athenians,” and in 1830 was joint translator with 
Mr. Henry Tufnell of Miiller’s *‘ History and An- 
tiquities of the Doric Race.” For a short time (De- 
cember, 1852, to March, 1855) he was editor of the 
Edinburgh Review, reluctantly ceasing to be so when 
called upon to become Financial Minister of Eng- 
land. The list of his literary works is long. The 
chief of them are—‘* Essay on the Use and Abuse of 
Political Terms ;” ‘On the Origin and Formation 
of the Romance Languages ;” ‘Inquiry into the 
Credibility of Early Koman History ;” ‘ Influence 


| of Authority in Matters of Opinion ;” ‘‘ A Glossary 








of Provincial Words used in Herefordshire ;”’ 
“Treatise on the Methods of Observation and 
Reasoning in Politics,’ and his most recent pro- 
ductions, ‘“*On the Astronomy of the Ancients,” 
and ‘Dialogue on the Best Form of Government.” 
Some English journalists have erroneously attri- 
buted the letters in Zhe Times signed ‘“ Historicus” 
to Sir G. C. Lewis, who, indeed, was one of the 
three members of the Palmerston Cabinet who had 
the boldness to avow sympathy with the North 
during the great crisis through which this country 
is passing. Besides book-writing, he contributed 
largely to literary periodicals. He considered that 
his great strength was as a philosopbical historian. 
If so, his philosophy was incredulous, taking 
nothing for granted that was not proved, and dis- 
missing tradition as unworthy of argument or 
thought. The very shape of his head showed his 
deficiency in ideality. He was a thoughtful, search- 
ing scholar; and though none of his books, it is 
said, ever paid the cost of publication, they are 


| worth reading and will not soon be forgotten. 


His death, on April 138, was most unexpected. 
Intelligence of it reached the House of Commons 
shortly before the hour when its session usually 
commences. No one had even heard of his brief 
illness. Men walked about with sad looks and 
spoke in hushed tones. The House met, and was 
crowded. Mr. Disraeli took his seat in sorrowful 
silence. The Treasury bench was nearly full. Mr. 


Walpole, the political opponent and warm personal 
friend of the dead statesman, arose, announced the 
loss which the country had sustained, and moved that 
the House should adjourn. This mark of respect, so 
ordinary in Congress, is very rarely paid in the 
British Parliament.

emotion which he could not control, Lord Palmer- 
ston seconded Mr. Walpole’s motion. Mr. Glad- 
stone, wholly subdued, sat with his head bent to 
his knees and his face covered by his hands. Mr. 
Disraeli, in a few sentences, paid a tribute to the 
worth of the deceased, whose death, he said, was a 
loss to the country; and then, slowly and sadly, 
the members passed in a body out of the House. 
They mourned the Man as much as the Minister.

FRENCH LITERATURE. 


Ar the close of the first trimistre of the cur- 
rent year, the Bibliographie de la France counts 
up some 3000 articles, which is the average num- 
ber at the same period for the last five years. 
Among the works enumerated are some of merit, 
some of demerit, and many without either attribute; 
but none have been decided hits like the ‘‘ Dame 
aux Camélias,” ‘‘Fanny,’’ and ‘‘ Les Misérables,”’ of 
previous years. In the following rapid apergu no 
attempt is made at classification, but the notes 
made when the books were read are transcribed. 


Garnier-Pag?s: Histoire de la Révolution de 1848. 

Tomes 5 et 6. 8vo. 

These volumes repeat the moral that when agi- 
tators are in earnest and conservatives lukewarm, 
émeutes rapidly become insurrections, insurrections

Soemenete th “he tonmcnt This climax was wit- 
nessed here in 1789, in 1830, and in 1848; but Paris 
‘saw another sight” when the ‘war of the sections” 
was promptly brought to a close by a man who in 
such affairs eschewed half-way measures. It is to 
be regretted that the historic illustrations of the bad 
effects of temporizing on such occasions have been 
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lost upon the magnates of another country that 
could be mentioned. Garnier-Pagts in his person 
unites the theory and practice of revolution: he 
was a builder of as well as writer about barricades. 
Marmier: Hélene et Susanne. 12mo. 

It is difficult to say whether this is a romance, or 
an actual view of life in the author’s place of birth 
and of his early associations, and in his eyes, though 
he has travelled the world over, the most attractive 
place in it. You have his counterpart in Bayard 
Taylor, also both littérateur and traveller, who en- 
countered no scenes equalling in attractions those 
which his native State, Pennsylvania, presented. 
Guizot: Un Projet de Mariage royal. 18mo. 

This episode in English history, which M. Guizot 
pronounces ‘more attractive than a romance,” re- 
fers to the various matrimonial intentions enter- 
tained by James I. for his son the Prince of Wales, 
afterwards Charles I. 

Dubois de Gennes: Le Troupier tel gu’il est 2 Cheval. 
12mo. 

Presenting, as this little book does, a most un- 
comfortable and unattractive picture of military life 
as exhibited in the cavalry service, I am rather sur- 
prised it escaped the censure; for the army is empha- 
tically the institution here. It may be, however, that 
there is an undue penchant for the cavalry arm of 
the service, as the most showy, which this display 
of its tribulations may check, and the military as- 
pirant be sobered down into the infantry. 
Chabulier: Le Comte Kostia. 12mo. 

Improbable incidents, exaggerated scenes, and an 
involved plot, are the leading features here. By 
those who know the Tartars, the hero of the tale 
Kostia is pronounced a fair type of the race. 

La is: Correspondance. 2 vols. 8vo. 

In a psychological point of view this is a deeply 
interesting work. 

Olivier: L’ Orphelin nouvelle Villageoise. 12mo. 

A well-executed picture of Swiss rural life, by a 
practical farmer. The social relations here exhi- 
bited between employer and employed are realized 
by ruralists in America. 


Stanhope (Lord): William Pitt et son Temps. 
et précédé dune Introduction par Guizot. 
et 2. 8vo. 

This work will go a great way in removing from 
Frenchmen the strong prejudices against Pitt, whom 
Guizot regards as the most able of England’s minis- 
ters of state. The translation is evidently done con 
amore, and the introduction by the translator is 
worthy of reproduction in a detached form for more 
general circulation. 


De Bussitre: Empire Mézicain; Hist. des Tolidques, des 
Chichemeques, des Azteques et de Conquéte espagnole. 
8vo. 

From two causes, its intrinsic interest and the co- 
incidence of its appearance with a Mexican war, 
this work is sought for. 

Yyriarte: Sous la Tente; Souvenirs du Maroc. 12mo. 
Yyriarte, being attached to the staff of General 

O’Donnell, had ample opportunities of indulging his 

tastes, both military and artistic; and a very plea- 

sant book is the result. 

Paul: Les Duels de Valetin. 12mo. 

Despite the long and frequent dialogues which 
occur in this historiette, it is a very amusing narra- 
tive of the incidents encountered by a young and 
very verdant clerk in an excursion in the country. 


Pfeiffer (Mme.): Voyage @ Madagascar. 12mo. 
The most striking feature in this work is its au- 
thor’s hatred of England, in consequence, apparently, 
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proportion of attentions. Cases of Anglophobia 
from this cause are not rare among Americans. It 
may be, however, that, as the work is posthumous, 
the anti-Anglican tints may have been put in by the 
editor, heightened by the translator. The good lady 
is somewhat inconsistent in inveighing against the 
colonizing policy of England, when this very voy- 
age to Madagascar was made with the object of se- 
curing the island for France by conspiring against 
its queen. 


Mortimer-Terneaux: Histoire de la Terreur, 1792-4; 
d’apres les Documents authentiques et des Pieces in- 
édites. Tome 2e. 8vo. 

The interval of two years between the publication 
of this and of the first volume has enabled the au- 
thor to make a thorough examination of the docu- 
ments illustrative of the events of the 10th of Au- 
gust, to which this volume is almost entirely de- 
voted. It is evident that the results of that day 
were owing far more to the imbecility of the king 
than to the bravery of the people. 


De Parville: Causeries scientifiques, Découvertes et 
Inventions, Progr?s de la Science et IU Industrie. 
12mo. 

The inventions here mentioned are lucidly and 
agreeably described. True, there is no great pro- 
fundity of thought displayed, but the book will not 
be the less relished by the many on that account. 


Vigneaux: Souvenirs dun Prisonnier de Guerre du 

Méxique. 12mo. 

This book contains the results of the author's 
favorite system of war as illustrated in the expedi- 
tion to Sonora under the guidance of that crack- 
brained imitator of Walker, Raoussel-Boulbon. Vi- 
gneaux escaped the fate of his leader, and thus the 
reading-world is benefited by an instructive and re- 
liable book, whose appearance at the present stage 
of the relations of France and Mexico is apropos. 


Bouchardat: Le Travail; son Influence sur la Santé. 
12mo. 

In this little volume the effects of labor, bodily 
and intellectual, are discussed; also the different 
kinds of exercise. The author is extensively and 
favorably known as the editor of the Annuaire de 
Thérapeutique and other kindred works. 


Chenier (André): Poésies; Bait. critique, Etude sur la 

Vie, §c., par Becg de Fouguitres. 8vo. 

This author’s productions have experienced a 
singular fate: they remained in MS. for twenty-five 
years after his death, and then appeared in an 
imperfect edition. Now they are fully edited and 
beautifully printed. In the preface the long-stand- 
ing reproach is removed from Joseph Chenier, as 
having been instrumental in sending his brother 
André to the guillotine. 

Milliroux: Apergus sur les Institutions et les Meurs des 

Américains. 8vo. 

This work is probably done to order, with the 
object of bringing into disrepute republican insti- 
tutions, in the course of which De Tocqueville is as- 
sailed and the Monroe doctrine expounded. 


Le Bastier: Désorganisation et Matérialisme; ou Dé- 
monstration du Caracttre dangereux, démoralisateur 
des Doctrines et des Théories de U Ecole économique 
dominante. 12mo. 

A vigorous attack upon the prevailing social dog- 
mas of the day. 

Muller: Contes rustiques. 12mo. 

A pleasing picture of rural life, presenting a 
happy combination of French grace, German ima- 
gination, and sound good sense. Another recom- 
mendation :—it may safely be laid upon the centre- 
table of the family sitting-room. 
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12mo. 

The five questions which M. Bersot touches upon 
are each from their importance worthy of the entire 
space assigned to the whole of them, and are, of 
course, treated superficially.

Bersot: Questions actuels. 


et de la Célérité

M. Bertrand labors to demonstrate the futility 
of the claims by some jurists, English and French, 
for the superior mode in which law-proceedings are 
conducted in England. He also indicates the causes 
of and suggests remedies for ‘the law’s delay.” If 
his plan succeeds, upon his head will rain the curses 
of lawyers, but the blessings of witnesses and jury- 
men. 

Goethe: Cuvres, Traduction nouvelle par Porchal.— 
2 vols. Tome supplémentaire, renfermant les Mé- 
moires Scientifigues, analysés par Faivre. 3 vols. 
8vo. 

These volumes complete a very remarkable work, 
—the entire translation of Goethe, in 10 volumes, 
and done in every way worthy of the original. 
Bordier et Charton: Histoire de Frgnce depuis les 

Temps les plus anciens jusqu’a nos Jours; d’apres 

les Documents originaux et les Monuments del Art 

de chaque Epoque. 2vols. royal 8vo. 

One of the most attractive books of the day; and 
it could not well be otherwise, with such authors as 
Bordier, distinguished among the éldves of the 
Ecole des Chartres, and Charton, the accomplished 
editor of the Magasin Pittoresque. The woodcut 
illustrations are faithfully drawn and are finely 
executed. To these attractions is to be added that 
of a very reasonable price. 


Pisani: Lettres sur les Etats-Unis dA mérique. 12mo. 
These letters have of course attracted much atten- 
tion at this time. The writer, being in the suite of 
Prince Napoleon in his tour through the United 
States, had ample opportunities, and of which he has 
made good use, of seeing the country. He is evi- 
dently a man of the world, qualified to make allow- 
ances for differences in national manners. His solid- 
ity is in striking contrast with the flippancy of his 
compagnon du voyage, Maurice Sand, son of the far- 
famed George, who last year gave the reading-world 
the results of his impressions of the same tour. 
Colonel Pisani naturally devotes some space to the 
military organization of the United States. His 
speculations upon the future preponderance in that 
country of Catholicism will excite the surprise of 
most American readers. 
Yriin: Pensées des divers Ages de la Vie. 12mo. 

There are good things in this book, but it is ob- 
noxious to the reproach of great minuteness of de- 
tail. 

De Nailly fils: Henriette. 12mo. 

Henriette is a charming woman, married to a 
roué, with the almost unfailing result of the misery 
of the wife. The author’s style is worthy of less 
commonplace material. 

Laincet: Pages dun Album. 12mo. 

A sombre tint pervades this little book, in which 
the tendencies of the age to pantheism, materialism, 
and insubordination are feelingly deplored. The 
volume is beautifully printed. 

Boucher de Perthes: Les Maussades, Complaintes. 12mo. 

M. Boucher de Perthes, the embodiment of joy- 
ousness, stands in strong contrast to his neighbor 
Laincet. The ‘‘maussades” exist only on the title- 
page. 

Deschanel: A Pied et en Wagon. 12mo. 

A holiday well employed in a trip to Switzer- 

land, Belgium, and Germany, with the two 
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results of restored health to the writer and of gra- 

tification to his readers. 

Luchet: Les mauvais Cotés dela Vie. 12mo. 

A very curious book, made up of narratives of 
dismal events, the reading of which will perhaps 
have the effect of reconciling some croakers to their 
fate, when they learn that they are not so badly 
off as they might have been. 

Didiot : Code des Officiers de Santé de 0 Armée de Terre, 
ou Traité de Droit administratif, §c. 8vo. 

Though this valuable work is intended more par- 
ticularly for the sanitary arm of the army, the 
purely military chiefs to whom is intrusted the care 
of troops will find in it much to assist them in their 
responsible charges. The work is well worthy of 
translation for a country in which the hygiene of 
soldiers is made, and very properly, a matter of high 
importance. 

Lair: De la Compensation et des Demandes reconven- 
tionnelles dans le Droit romain et le Droit frangais. 
8vo. 

This work was couronné by the Faculty of Law, at 
the concours held in 1860,—a just tribute to its lucid 
style and extent of historical research. 


GERMAN LITERATURE. 


In a series of Notices on the contemporary Ger- 
man literature, it will be our object to call the atten- 
tion of our readers to such German publications as 
shall seem to claim a general interest in this coun- 
try. Although in most of the German literary re- 
views Theology and Philosophy usually take the 
lead, we have deemed it advisable, in view of the 
present state of the country, to make another 


branch of literature the subject of our first paper,— | 


viz.: Militaria. 

Germany, having passed through many wars and 
revolutions, is no longer simply a school for the 
scholar, but to some extent also for the soldier. An 
idea may be obtained of the richness of the German 
literature in military works, by glancing at Sze.- 
HORST’S (1) carefully-compiled Catalogue, embracing 
the years 1850-60, and forming a supplement to the 
excellent bibliographies of WitzceBEen (1840-50) 
and of Scniitre (for the preceding twenty years). 
To specify some of the recent works, we may give the 
first place to the ‘‘Studies on the Subsistence of 
Armies in the Field,” by B. Baumann (2). The 
subject has, so far as we know, not yet found its 
monograph in this country; though its importance 
has been sufficiently exemplified since the outbreak 
of the rebellion. The first part of the work treats 
the subject historically. ; 

History offers the richest material to the military 
student; and it is to this branch that the most able 
military writers pay the greatest attention. Be- 
ginning chronologically, we have ‘‘The Battle of 
Warsaw,” written by the eminent historian J. G. 
Droysen (3). This battle, fought at Warsaw in July, 
1656, is of the greatest interest in a military as well 
as in a political point of view. It was the first field- 
battle decided by a combination of strategic move- 
ments. We have a very valuable contribution to 
the history of the Seven Years’ War in the ‘‘Cam- 
paign of the Prussian General Fouqué in Silesia, 
1760” (4), with a dramatic account of the cele- 
brated ‘‘Day of Landshut.’’ Though the day was 
lost by Fouqué, his king, the great Frederick, paid 
homage to his skill and bravery in the following 
memorable words:—‘‘Cette belle action n’en trouve 
dans U histoire qui lui puisse étre comparée, que cette de 
Léonidas et des Grecs qui défendirent les Thermo- 
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more interesting to the student than the Napo- 
leonic campaign and the German wars for liberty. 
We have several works referring to that period to 
mention, which may beclassed among the standard 


works of military literature. Three volumes of the 
Works of the Archduke CuaRLes or Austria (5) 
have appeared, and five more are forthcoming. We 
find an explicit notice of the first volumes in ‘“‘The 
Reader.”’ ‘“‘Small Military Essays’—Kleinere mili- 
taérische Aufsétze—form the contents of the first vol- 
ume. The author starts in the Introduction with 
the axiom, ‘‘In war the victory is always achieved 
by the superior power, represented sometimes by 
numbers, oftener by higher art or bravery.” Dis- 
cussing further the question of power, from its 
double aspect as moral and as physical force, he 
arrives at the conclusion that the former is the more 
potent of the two, as well as the more effectual. All 
the victories of Napoleon, he says, were due to the 
simple fact of his having understood and acted upon 
this principle. ‘‘To raise the spirit of an army to 
exalted deeds, the leaders must first gain the sym- 
pathy of their men, and put little trust in the very 
strongest outward compulsion. All great military 
chieftains have well understood this; best of them 
the modern Cesar, Napoleon Buonaparte.” 

The second volume of the Works of Archduke 
Charles contains ‘* Maxims’”—Grundsdize—of the 
higher art of war, &c. It is a purely technical book, 
and as such has received high praise from German 
critics as one of the best existing works to be taken 
up by advanced students of military science. Less 
scientific and more interesting to the general reader 
is the third velume, containing ‘‘ Maxims of Stra- 
tegy, illustrated by a Description of the Campaign 
of 1796 in Germany.” The Archduke here gives a 
detailed account of his engagements with Moreau 
and Jourdan, which first established his fame as a 
general, and led to his being called, by Napoleon, 
the greatest and worthiest of his enemies. He states, 
without reserve, that the French were superior to 
his own troops in moral force, and in all that con- 
stitutes really good soldiers as distinct from mere 
drill-machines. He did not fail to perceive that 
nearly all the French victories were owing to the 
concentration of masses of troops at a single point, 
and, acting on the same principle against the French, 
he successfully separated Moreau from Jourdan by 
a series of forced marches, and attacked and defeated 
them singly. The story is told in simple and unaf- 
fected language, and gives a high idea of the cha- 
racter and military genius of the Archduke. The 
fourth and fifth volumes are to contain ‘Sketches 
of the Campaigns during the French Revolutionary 
Wars, from 1792 to 1815;” the eighth and last 
volume, a ‘‘ History of the Campaign of 1799.” 

A work of extraordinary labor and study, on the 
Campaign of 1812, we receive from the Russian Ge- 
neral Bocpanowitscu (6). Though it was originally 
written in Russian, we cannot omit it for its intrinsic 
superiority; besides, the high merit of the trans- 
lation, and the addition of notes and corrections, 
deserve the most favorable notice. Bogdanowitsch 
is indebted, for the superiority of his work over 
those of his predecessors, as much to the material 
at his command as to his ability and industry. He 
consulted not less than 1500 sources of reference ; 
and we have tu thank his perseverance and faith- 
fulness that we shall possess, with the publication 
of the third and last volume, the most complete and 
reliable account of that eventful year. Though of 


a smaller compass, we may name, aside from this 
more elaborate work, BertzKr’s (7) ‘‘ History of the 
Russian War in the Year 1812,’’ which has become 
very popular in Germany and has now entered a 
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second edition. One of the oldest Austrian veterans,

articular reference to the campaigns of 1805, 1809, 
and 1813-15. The most beautiful monument, how- 
ever, to commemorate this great period of modern 
warfare has been erected to one of its noblest heroes 
by Droysen (9), in his classical *‘ Life of York von 
Wartenburg,” which, having met with an enthusiastic 
reception by the German people, has just reached its 
fourth edition. An excellent little work, ‘The Battle 
of Jena,” by C.Ktoprieiscn (10), should not be for- 
gotten. It is a faithful and terse account, interspersed 
with many fine patriotic sentences, awakening inte- 
rest and sympathy by the warm and eloquent words 
of the author. Reliable records of the later wars may 
be found in Baupissin’s Mm) “The War in Schleswig- 
Holstein ;”” Rustow’s (12-18) “The Wars in Italy,” 
and “The War between Spain and Morocco, 1859- 
60,” by E. Scutacintweit (14). The author of this 
last work, an eye-witness, was at the same time en- 
abled, by his long stay in Tangier, to give some gra- 
phic accounts of the manners and customs of the 
Morocco people, of which comparatively little had 
been known. Another wotk of importance is Har- 
preaa’s (15) Series of ‘Lectures on the History of 
War,’’—which, after an interruption of several 
years, has now been concluded. The work is 
divided into three parts, the last of which em- 
braces the wars between 1790 and 1860.

RELIGIOUS. 
Stanley’s Lectures on the History of the Jewish Church. 

Charles Scribner, New York. 

No one who has read Dr. Stanley’s ‘“‘ Lectures on 
the History of the Eastern Church” (Scribner, New 
York, 1863, from the second London edition, revised) 
will need any persuasion to take up another volume 
from his pen. This new work, like the first, will 
attract the interest alike of the scholar and general 
reader. It is both critical and practical, and is 
rich, in both spheres, in the ripest results of study 
and of original thought. The attitude of Dr. Stan- 
ley to the question of inspiration might be charac- 
terized as that of conservative Latitudinarianism. 
He shows a thoroughness of acquaintance with the 
labors of others. To the geographical results of 





able investigators like Ritter and Robinson he 
adds those of his own observation as a traveller 
on the historic soil of the Old Testament. The 
great German writers, and especially Ewald, are 
largely but never servilely used. The range of Dr. 
Stanley’s patristic and general reading is evidently 
great; and a single note sometimes links the 
thoughts which were conceived with many cen- 
turies between them. But much of Dr. Stanley’s 
own thought need not dread comparison with the 
finest he quotes. His style is one of genuine re- 
finement, not unfrequently rising to eloquence. 
The ingenuity of development, the fine painting 
of detail, the happiness of combination of all in 
Scripture, in legend, in poetry, that bears upon.the 
historic scene, give to portions of Dr. Stanléy’s 














hook a sort of charm which nothing we were ac- 
quainted with in our language would lead us to 
imagine could be gathered around the familiar 
Scripture of the era from Abraham to Samuel. 

Such a book deserves the attractive dress in 
which it has been sent forth. It is printed at the 
Riverside Press, and is well gotten up in every way. 
It has several useful maps, and an index, which 
might to advantage be very much fuller. 


D Aubigné’s History of the Reformation in Europe in 
the Time of Calvin. R. Carter & Bros., New York. 
The profound significance of the eventful period 

ever which these volumes pass, and the great dra- 
inatic liveliness of D’Aubigné’s style, will undoubt- 
eily secure for this work a large measure of atten- 
tion. It is hardly possible, however, in the nature of 
things and of the time, that it should have as great 
a success as his earlier work, which was devoted to 
the Reformation in Germany and Switzerland. He 
considered that work, indced, as covering the era 
of the Reformation in the strictest sense. What 
followed is the history of Churches, and is related 
to the Reformation as the rise of our Federal Con- 
stitution is related to our Revolution. Our country 
is too busy now making history to read history with 
the interest of acalmertime. But, apart from this, 
neither the men nor the events depicted in these 
Juter volumes have the same power of winning the 
hearts of the millions as had those to which the 
earlier work was devoted. The severe and reflect- 
ive theologian can never be a popular hero; and 
the annals of construction never charm so much 
as the history of conflict. Nor is the ground over 
which D’Aubigné passes now as completely unoccu- 
pied by good works in English as was the earlier 
one. Smedley’s ‘‘ History of the Reformed Religion 
in France,” in 3 vols. 12mo, republished by Harper 
& Bros. in 1834, and the admirable “ Life and Times 
of John Calvin,” translated from the German of 
Paul Henry by Stebbing, 2 vols. 8vo, republished 
by Carter & Bros. in 1851, have been widely read. 
Beza’s ‘Life of Calvin” (the work of his devoted 
pupil and friend) has also long ago been trans- 
lated; and the bitter but extremely readable work 
of Audin, a French Jesuit, has given with great 
fulness almost every thing that has been said 
against the character and conduct of Calvin. 

But, while we anticipate less success for the new 
volumes of D’Aubigné than was enjoyed by the 
earlier work, we regard them as a great advance 
upon it. In his History of the Great Reformation 
he gave the tone of the French mind to every thing 
he touched: Luther almost pirouetted. The mate- 
rials, with a great display of authorities, were really 
drawn very carelessly—ludicrously so, sometimes— 
from secondary sources. In the new work he de- 
scribes men of France, and describes them well. 
His manner is more sober; and there is an advance 
everywhere in historical thoroughness and skill.

The basis of the classi- 
fication is language; that is, races are divided 
according to their languages. The first part of the 
book treats of the earliest historical races and the 
subject of Egyptian chronology. Then follow the 
primitive peoples of Europe, the leading races of 
the Middle Ages, and the modern races of Europe, 
Asia, Africa, and Oceanica. The last division of 
the work discusses the questions of the antiquity 
and the unity of origin of man. The author adopts 
the recent discoveries in France and Belgium as 
proving either an immense antiquity of the present 
family of man, or the existence of a primeval race 
cotemporary with the fossil mammalia of the Drift 
period. His argument for unity of origin is some- 
what new, being an application of Darwin’s theory 
of “natural selection” to the formation of human 
varieties, with the argument from analogy in the 
case of animals whose origin is known. The sub- 
jects of Acclimation, Mixture of Different Races, 
Degeneracy, &c., are discussed at length.
